It is a great pleasure for me to be able to 
address you here this evening, upon the 
observance of the Russian Christmas.

In the 
country districts, especially Ukraina, the 
young people gather in the church yard after 
the service is over, the children, however, go 
from house to house singing carols telling of 
a “Son that was born” in a naive, quaint 
manner. The mistress of the house then 
generally gives the group of children some 
present of fruit and holiday sweets, although 
they asked in their naive way for a more 
materialistic gift— notably gold.

Alexandrian Pharos 

Pharos was the name of an island 
in the harbor of Alexandria. Here 
Ptolemy I, who had been one of the 
generals of Alexander the Great, de- 
cided to build a gigantic lighthouse. 
The work was finally completed dur- 
ing the reign of Ptolemy Philadelphus. 
The structure was 450 feet high and 
100 feet square at the base. At the 
summit was kept a beacon fire which, 
according to the historian, Josephus, 
could be seen over forty miles away. 
Part of this famous lighthouse was 
blown down in the Eighth century. 
The ruin was completed by earth- 
quakes in 1303 and 1846. 


How Should Water Taste? 

Although the palatability of water is 
largely a matter of individual taste, 
there are objectionable tastes in water 
that can be ascribed definitely to 
either chemicals such ag iron, chlorine 
or an alkall, decaying vegetation, mi- 
croscopical organism or pollution by 
trade wastes, etc. When tanks or res- 
ervoirs become contaminated from any 
of these causes the cheapest and easi- 
est way is to clean out the container 
and start with a new supply, though 
copper sulphate or chlorine properly 
used are very effective in controlling 
organisms in such reservoirs.

observance — one day for each month. In 
the western parts of the slavic nation, es- 

jally in Poland, twelve different kinds of 
fast day foods are served on Christmas Eve. 
The Russians have eliminated the twelve day 
observance by eating the twelve different 
kinds of food at one time. Although offi- 
cially Christmas is observed only on two 
days, the finish of the holiday seasons takes 
place on the 6th of January, which is an 
official holiday, the day of the baptizing of 
Christ. 

For the beginning and closing days of the 
Christmas observance special songs and 
ax 3 are rendered. 

e@ songs sung by the children are 
ainsi songs glorifying the birth of Christ, 
wever, the plays and songs rendered by the 
youse folks contain much rated of 
earthly and local interest. These songs are 
called “colyada,” from the sanscrit. 

We left the Mato 3 folk gathering in the 
church yard. From here, they go to a house 
where there is a young lady or fellow and by 
singing those “colyadas” propose marriage 
between the young lady of the house with a 
very good looking young fellow and ask the 

oung lady to come to the door. Imagine 

er chagrin when she beholds the handsome 
young man is a goat. And when it is a 
fellow to whose house they f° he is presented 
to a fellow dressed as a girl. Of course, the 
deception is not unexpected and in general 
the young folks are invited to come in and 
make merry. 

It has been seen that the older folks have 
not participated much in the observance, but 
on the last day, the 6th of January, it is a 
state occasion. They take part in the pro- 
cession to the river and the reproduction of 
the baptism. On the ice is erected a cross 
made of ice with a dove on the top. Each 
district generally has a man who is skilled at 
the art of sculpturing in ice. 

In St. Petersburg, now Leningrad, it was 
compulsory for the tzar to leave his residence 
in Tzarskoye Sselo and go to the Winter 
Palace in Petersburg. In front of the 
palace flows the river Neva on which was 
erected an altar and the customary cross of 
ice. A purple stairway led from the palace 
to the altar. On both sides of the stairway 
stood ladies of the court dressed up in ancient 
Russian costumes. Behind them stood 
courtiers. The tzarina and other female 
members of the Romanoff house were 
dressed up, too, in old-time costumes of silks 
embroidered with precious stones and 
pearls. After the service was over there was 
a magnificient reception in the palace. But 
the days of splendor are gone. The Soviet 
government does not recognize religion in 
any form. It is very difficult to obtain 
permission for a religious procession, because 
any propaganda in favor for religion is 
strictly prohibited.

The Gun Is the Thing 


There has been a great deal of dis- 
cussion lately concerning “‘dope”’ and 
“guns”, in which emphasis has been 
laid on the drug element connected with 
many shootings. The Townsman be- 
lieves that the stress shouldbe placed 
on the “‘guns” and the ease with which 
they can be purchased, carried or 
transferred. 

Almost anyone today can procure a 
revolver from a retailer, a pawn-broker, 
or a mail-order house. The only re- 
strictions are that he must have the 
money and proper identification. If he 
buys from a retailer, his name is gen- 
erally placed in a book for that purpose, 
alongside of more complete data on the 
fire-arm itself —a small amount of 
red-tape for such a transaction, The 
methods by which revolvers are pro- 
cured from other sources are even 
simpler. It is noteworthy, however, in 
this connection, that one large mail- 
order house has recently discontinued 
selling revolvers direct to individuals. 

The purchaser is supposed, of course, 
to have a permit for carrying such a 
weapon, but it is common knowledge 
that such permits are seldom found on 
the persons of criminals when they are 
finally apprehended with concealed fire- 
arms. It is true also that a great many 
crimes are traced to their perpetrators 
by means of the careful check upon the 
revolvers sold; but of what use is such 
a check in preventing the committing 
of a crime? It is a case of locking the 
barn-door after the horse is stolen — 
the damage is already done. 

A gun is a dangerous article in the 
hands of anyone, whether he is drunk, 
drugged, or sober —or an officer of 
the law. The possession of a weapon 
is but one step away from the use of one, 
and there have been too many instances 
where policemen, who above all others 
are supposed to know better, have 
committed fatal errors in moments of 
excitement. It is said that the London

police are as effectual with their clubs 
as New York police with revolvers, and 
with much less loss of life. 

Why should anyone, particularly in 
this section of the country, be permitted 
to carry a revolver? Of course there 
may be a few exceptions to this general 
statement. Perhaps the automobilist 
who is forced to travel continually over 
back-country roads where traffic is 
light and hold-ups are more or less 
frequent is warranted in feeling a certain 
degree of security in knowing that he 
has some means of protection at his 
instant disposal. However, if there was 
some method of curtailing the distribu- 
tion of fire-arms this manner of pro- 
tection would not necessarily be nar- 
rowed down to a revolver, and the 
excuse for such would be eliminated. 

Our present laws are very inadequate 
for preventing serious crimes. It is 
obvious that the number of deaths 
resultant from shootings would be de- 
creased if a stringent control of all fire- 
arms was put into effect. This control 
could best be brought about, perhaps, 
by the institution of laws requiring 
permits for buying, permits for carrying, 
and permits for retaining possession of 
small fire-arms. By making these per- 
mits valid for a comparatively short 
length of time a much more rigid super- 
vision of this situation would result. 
The method of control is not the most 
important factor, but the need for 
control is evident; and gunmen would 
not find it so easy to equip themselves 
with the weapon for committing crime 
if such drastic measures were enforced.

Charbonnel has exercised rare 
restraint in withholding the great music of 
her own country. But one Frenchman finds 
place on her program, and he is in no way 
representative. Evidently the artist is nor 
in sympathy with the newer music for het 
whole program falls well within the safest 
bounds of classico-romantic tendencies. 

Many Andover people may recall that 
Mme. Charbonnel toured the country with 
Mme. Sembrich a few years ago, and that 
the pianist more than held her own in the 
combination. A very excellent recital is in 
prospect, one deserving the loyal support of 
the townspeople.

Last Sunday a man .was jailed in New 
York for devotion to a cross-word puzzle, 
and a Pittsburgh minister gave a sermon 
based on one; at Milton Academy an in- 
structor is teaching Latin with cross-word 

uzzles, and we learn that both Columbia 
aiwerity and the University of Kentucky 
have given them recognition; but the most 
astounding announcement of the past few 
days is that a professor of Logic and another 
of English in Princeton have succumbed to 
their fascination. 

These two learned professors propose to 
institute cross-word puzzling among their 
classes with the avowed pu of making 
“the perpetually bored student . . . find 
interest in his work.” Since when have 
faculty members of our more heavily en- 
dowed and highly conservative institutions 
admitted that college is a place for per- 
petually bored students? 

Professor Root, of the English Department 
at Princeton, says: “At the end of each term 
I would hold a three-hour test consisting of 
three of the most frightful puzzles ever 
invented.” He does not state, however, who 
will invent the puzzles. 

Professor Fite, the logician, has signified 
his desire to offer a prize to the student who 
can construct a puzzle having two complete 
and different solutions, Professor Fite has 
evidently looked farther ahead than_his 
colleague in that he shifts the rather tedious 
responsibility to the shoulders of the under- 
graduate. 

Cross-word puzzles are entertaining, ab- 
sorbing, and highly conductive. to fraternity 
on street cars and railroad trains. They are 
educational in so far as any memory exercise, 
vocabulary-enlargement, or word-substitu- 
tion is educational; they may even form 
exercises in logic, although it is highly 
questionable whether the average puzzle does 
not tend to increasing ambiguity rather than 
removing it. A superficial knowledge may be 
obtained by the amassing of many and 
diverse bits of fact, but no sure way to 
constructive thought can be cleared unless 
these facts are fundamental. Cross-word 

uzzles are a good test of what one has 
already learned, but they are hardly _in- 
structive as to what one should learn, It is 
certain that little educational progress can be 
made on a basis of obsolete synonyms and 
far-fetched meanings. The surf doesn’t 
“rote” upon the shore for most of us and the 
“sloe” might be an Australian wren as easily 
as the “emu” might be a fruit of the black- 
thorn. 

Let us hope that Harvard and Yale will 
maintain a respectable silence with regard to 
the successor of Mah Jong.

MRS. HARRIET (TAYLOR) POOR 


Mrs. Harriet (Taylor) Poor, wife of Rev. 
William G. Poor of Upton, died Saturday 
night in a private hospital in Worcester. 
She recently underwent an operation and 
pneumonia developed resulting in her death. 

Mrs. Poor would have observed her 64th 
birthday on Monday of this week. She was 
born, in Paolo, Kansas, December 1, 1860, 
the third child of Cyril and Julia (Ingalls) 
Taylor, and was educated in that town, the 
county seat of Miami county, Kansas. At 
the age of seventeen she taught in rural 
schools and for several years was a teacher 
in the graded schools of Paola. Her final 
year, she was supervisor of music in all the 
grades of a large building there. When she 
was twenty years old Mrs. Poor became a 
member of the Congregational church and 
had been an enthusiastic worker in the church 
and Sunday school.

U. S&S. Produces and Consumes One- 


Fourth of World’s Milk 


The great care given in the United States 
to the wholesomeness of milk and other 
dairy products is frequently commented 
upon by world travelers. That the people 
of this country appreciate the efforts to 
protect the health of cattle and to keep milk 
sweet and clean from the farm to the con- 
sumer is shown by the quantities of dairy 
products they use, 

Figures compiled by the United States 
a ae of Agriculture, and recently 

ed to the attention of the World’s Dairy 
Congress at Washington by Dr. John R. 
Mohler, Chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, show that in this country there are 
approximately 25,000,000 dairy cows, one- 
fourth of all the milch cows in the world, and 
we consume all the product of this great 
herd, although we have only about one- 
sixteenth of the world’s population. Uncle 
Sam’s best recommendation for the milk, 
butter, cheese, and condensed milk produced 
here is the fact that he uses them himself. 

Now and then we have exported 1 or 2 
per cent of our dairy products, but informa- 
tion now available indicates that this yeay 
imports will exceed exports. We are fre. 
quently urged to eat more cheese and drink 
more milk, but it looks as if our appetite for 
these products keeps up with the cows’ 
capacity to gratify it. One of the big 
reasons for this condition is that the Departe 
ment of Agriculture, the States, various 
organizations, and thousands of individuals 
are constantly working to reduce diseases of 
cattle and improve the conditions under 
which dairy products are produced and 
handled

As these accidents have shown an increase 
the past year amounting to 26 per cent, and 
as this is likely to increase year by year, 
what the total will be a few years hence

Such a disposition on the part of the 
general public is deplorable, and against 
such a wall the only real assault must be 
made through education. 

This is being done from hundreds of 
different angles, The Independence In- 
demnity Company of Philadelphia recently 
offered three cash prizes, the first of $1000 — 
to insurance agents of the world for the best 
suggestions to reduce automobile accidents. 
This prize was won by Edwin T. Herbie of 
Cleveland, Ohio, who begins his essay thus: 
“Unquestionably the major remedies are 
education, regulation and punishment — 
the first the most important. For the sake 
of the coming generations, in every school 
throughout the country, boys and girls 
should be impressed with the fact that the 

iotor vehicle is a great public benefaction 

nd like fire and water, has become a neces- 
sary element in our civilization but is like- 
wise most dangerous when not properly 
handled.” 

This prize plan is along identical lines 
advocated for the past few years by the 
A. L. A. and while the process, in some 
respects, may appear of slow accomplish- 
ment, the ultimate result is sure and lasting.

“She’s My Friend’

Billy came running up the walk and 
breathlessly jpmne into mother’s arms 
for a hug and a kiss. 

“Who was that walking home with you?’’ 
asked his mother. She looked down the 
street at a disappearing slender figure. 

“Oh,” exclaimed Billy, “she’s my friend!’’ 
His eyes sparkled and he grinned all over as 
the figure at the corner turned around and 
blew a kiss at him. 

“Well, so she’s your friend, is she?’’ asked 
Billy’s mother. ‘Whois she, ducky?”’ 

“Why, don’t you know her, mother? 
She comes to our school and tells us stories 
and all about brushing our teeth’ n’ every- 
thing —and didn’t you see her going into 
Mrs. Brown’s last week when the baby was 
sick? And don’t you remember last year 
when they gave that play in school and 
Polly was the health fairy and they got her 
some money to buy an automobile with? 
Why, you know her, mother.” Billy was all 
out of breath in his eagerness to make his 
explanation understood. 

“You're just about as clear as a muddy 

1, son,” said his mother, “but I gather 
she is the public health nurse. Is she?’’ 

“Ves,” replied Billy, a bit doubtfully 
“sort of, but they have another name for 
her — it’s a long word—it begins with 
“t.? You know what they have that 
sanatorium for at Laurel Hill.” 

“Oh, you mean tuberculosis?’ questioned 
his mother, “a tuberculosis nurse?’’ 

“Yes,” replied Billy, not wholly sure 
whether or not he liked the word. ‘“Tuber- 
culosis,” he said it over once or twice, de- 
ciding it was, after all, an intriguing ad- 
dition to his vocabulary. “Yes, that’s it — 
tuberculosis nurse, they call her. But any- 
way she’s my friend.” 

That is a true story and it is told to in- 
troduce to the reader not only Billy’s friend, 
but everybody’s friend, the tuberculosis 
public health nurse. 

The whole public health nursing move- 
ment grew out of a desire to be friendly, and 
a wish to do everything possible for anyone 
who was sick. Neighborliness and friendly 
care have always been known, but organized 
and scientific home-nursing care, designed 
to prevent disease, has only been developing 
within the past two decades. 

The “public health nurse” (that is an- 
other name for her) is now such a recognized 
necessity in the community that we could 
not well live without her. Her work is not 
only to care for the sick, but she has come to 
be a health teacher as well, one who helps 
toward preventing sickness. Her work is 
also coordinated with other community 
health work and she sometimes serves as a 
connecting link for various health organiza- 
tions. There are nearly 20,000 of these 
trained public health nurses in the field 
today. Many are specialized tuberculosis 
nurses, while most of them care for tuber- 
culosis patients in their homes. 

It is almost impossible to realize what an 
important factor the tuberculosis nurse has 
been in the organized educational campaign 
to prevent and stamp out tuberculosis. 
Twenty-five years ago, under the late Sir 
William Osler’s direction, two - women 
medical students in Baltimore went to the 
homes of several patients who had been 
coming to the Johns Hopkins Hospital 
dispensary. There they instructed them 
regarding diet, fresh air, disposal of sputum 
and generally inspected the home con- 
ditions. Tuberculosis was then regarded as 
a hopeless and inherited disease, the pa- 
tients remained at home for the most part 
within close, stuffy rooms and no. care was 
taken to protect other members of the

With the advent of the tuberculosis 
nurse to visit the home and give education in 
healthy living, naturally the children in 
many families wherein tuberculosis had 
been constantly spreading, could be saved. 
Children with infectious diseases were sent 
home from school, but formerly no one 
checked up to sée whether or not proper 
treatment was given and precautions taken 
to keep the infected child from playing with 
others. The tuberculosis nurses did this, 
and, in cases of malnutrition in children so 
conductive to tuberculosis, they began to 
give the mothers instruction on diet, fresh 
air and other health habits. Health educa- 
tion in the home has become of increasing 
help in preventing tuberculosis for this so 
often can follow such seemingly simple sick- 
nesses as measles, colds, pneumonia. 

The organized tuberculosis campaign 
carried on for the past twenty years by the 
National Tuberculosis Association and af- 
filiated state and local organizations de- 
pends more and more on the cooperation of 
the public health nurse. They work to- 
gether in teaching health to prevent sick- 
ness. Christmas seals, the funds of which 
support tuberculosis work, have helped to 
make it possible to have these specialized 
nurses in various communities. They 
should be in every community to bring 
health to mothers and children and to help 
decrease tuberculosis in this country. | They 
should be in isolated districts as well as in 
crowded cities, so that every mother may be 
taught health and be able to say, as little 
Billy did, “She’s my friend!”’ 

Buy Christmas seals in December and 
help make it possible to have more tuber- 
culosis nurses, everybody’s friends. 


What New Englanders Eat 


Who are producing the food that it takes 
to feed the seven and one-half million people 
in New England? We hear that around half 
a billion dollars’ worth of foodstuffs are im- 

rted into this section yearly. What of the 

undred and fifty thousand odd farms? Are 
they doing their best to feed us? The answer 
to these questions is the problem of the 
Massachusetts Department of Agriculture 
and the chief concern of the staff is to make 
the answer “Yes”’. 

Some people seem to be of the opinion that 
the farmer is indifferent as to the welfare of 
the rest of us; that he gets his good living out 
of his farm — housing, fuel, vegetables, fruit, 
milk and butter, poultry and eggs and much 
of his meat — that he is self-sufficient, in 
other words, but in many instances at least, 
does not produce any surplus that can go 
toward feeding the rest of the population. 

If this really were the case, the farmers 
would be little more than an encumbrance on 
the land; granting that the world owes him, 
“a place in the sun”, is it fair to the rest of us, 
who also must depend upon the same acres 
of land to feed us, that he should occupy them 
exclusively for the support of himself and his 
own family, to the exclusion of a better 
producer who could help feed the nation? 

Such an opinion, if it is held by anyone, 
should be dropped at once as the idea that 
the New England farmer is not doing a large 

rt to feed the rest of our population is 
fallacious, not to say absurd. The time is 
long since past when the farm was self- 
sufficient and produced everything needed 
by the farmer and his family. Today he 
buys his groceries including usually his-flour. 
The clothing, even if made up at home, is 
made of cloth from the factory, These and 
many other commodities he buys. 

Now it takes money to make purchases, 
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because one has to pay in cash — barter is 
seldom practiced, in rural New England at 
the present time. The farmer gets his cash 
like all other 
or his labor. In either case he is a production 
laborer, In the first case he contributes food- 
stuffs directly to the common supply; in the 
latter case he helps someone else to produce 
foodstuffs. It is all the same in the long 
run. 


A questionary sent out recently to Massa- 
chusetts farmers by the State Department of 
Agriculture received over 15,000 replies. It 
was asked from what items they derived their 
chief cash income. Only seventy-four making 
replies failed to answer this question. It 
may be presumed that they failed to answer 
this for various reasons other than the lack 
of cash income from their farms, because it is 
inconceivable that any farmer’s family could 
subsist without any cash income whatever in 
the present economic state of rural com- 
munities, 


It is possible to group or classify these farms 
as to type of farming, according to the items 
from which their chief cash income is derived 
— whether they are general farms or special- 
ize in dairying or in fruit growing, in poultry 
and eggs, are truck farms or various com- 
binations of these. 


Take for instance, the item of dairying 
alone. We may suppose that one cow can 
amply supply a family with all the milk, 
cream, and butter it needs for eleven months 
of the year. Only fifty-six farmers kept no 
cow at all—and must obviously depend 
upon others for their milk and butter. 
Seventy-eight kept fewer than five cows, yet 
enough to supply more than their own needs. 
These were the farmers that depended for 
income, chiefly upon fruit, vegetables nd 
poultry. About 568 farms owned 8,493 
cows, averaging nearly fifteen to the farm, 
while the dairy group averaged over 21, and 
the dairy and fruit combination 23. Thus 
in this item of dairy products, alone, we see 
the New England farmer contributing to the 
general food supply, over and above his own 
family’s consumption, the products from 
1 to 21 cows. 

In any case we find all these farmers — 
with the possible exception of some of the 
74 mentioned above — raising a surplus of 
these foodstuffs which they sell for cash. 
They are all producing, then, large quanti- 
ties of milk and butter, poultry and eggs, 
vegetables, fruit and sundry other food 
supplies all of which go to feed the rest of 
our population. 

Our concern should be, are the farms pro- 
ducing as well as they should under existing 
conditions, are the farmers receiving fair 
and adequate returns for their labor and 
investments, and are their products being 
brought to us, the consumers, in prime con- 
dition, expeditiously and cheaply?

Pho- 
tographs have been communicated from long 
distances. Recently, a front page story of a 
big city daily announced that motion pic- 
tures had been projected over the radio in a 
successful experiment and that the broad- 
casting of feature “movies” may be an ac- 
complished fact within a year. Think of it: 
You may see your favorite actor cast on a 
sheet hung on the parlor wall

University Extension offers for correspond- 
ence instruction two hundred other courses 
besides radio. Office workers, clerks, book- 
keepers and others may increase their ef- 
ficiency by taking such courses as business 
arithmetic, accounting, English for business, 
commercial correspondence, commerci 
Spanish. Salesmanship, advertising, office 
management, personnel management, and 
industrial organization have been prepared 
for salesmen and executives 


Workers in the industries, for instance, 
mechanics, electricians, foremen, construc- 
tion workers, and engineers who possess the 
practical but lack the theoretical knowledge 
are provided for by the following studies: 
Practical applied mathematics, mechanical 
drawing, blue print and plan reading, ma- 
chine design, steam boilers, oil engines, steam 
engines, and turbines, heating and lightin;

TOOTHSOME DISHES 


DELICIOUS dessert which will 
delight the children is: 
Figs and Lemon Jelly Custard. 
Pour boiling water over a pound of 
figs and boil rapidly until the figs are 
tender. Add one-fourth of a cupful of 
sugar and simmer to form a sirup. Set 
aside to chill. Soften a package of 
lemon gelatin or prepare the gelatin 
and lemon juice, if preferred, adding 
Sugar to taste. Pour into a pan to 
make a sheet about three-fourths of 
an inch thick. When chilled, cut into 
cubes. Set the figs with the sirup in 
sherbet cups, arrange around them 
cubes of jelly and pour over all a cold 
cooked custard. 


Caramel Marshmallow Parfait. 

Cut twenty marshmallows into four 
pieces each; add one-third of a cupful 
of maraschino cherries cut into thin 
Slices; cover with the sirup and let 
them stand for an hour. Cook two- 
thirds of a cupful of sugar to a cara- 
mel, adding two-thirds of a cupful of 
water; cook until the caramel is well- 
melted and add two tablespoonfuls of 
Sugar; pour, when dissolved and still 
hot, over a stiffly-beaten egg; beat un- 
til cold. Fold in the marshmallows 
and cherries and one and one-half cup- 
fuls of cream, beaten stiff. Turn into 
a melon ‘moldy cover with paper, qnd 
pack in ice and salt, using équal eh aAg 


ures. Let stand for three hours, 
Scotch Shortbread. 
Beat one cupful of butter to a 


cream; add one-half cupful of light 
brown sugar, then work in four cup- 
fuls of pastry flour. If the flour is 
warmed slightly it will work better. 
Form the mixture into cakes seven 
inches in diameter. Prick with a fork 
and crimp the edges with the thumb 
and finger. Sprinkle the top with 
chopped cherries, caraway candies or 
preserved citron. Bake in a slow oven,

Who will be the next to take a death ride 
with a drunken driver? asks the A. L. A. 

All you who drink and drive a car. All you 
who ride with adrunken driver. All you who 
in any degree, contenance without protest 
such acts, heed the lesson of the five unfortu- 
nates, recent victims of a drunken driver. 

If newspapers correctly report the facts, 
the drunken driver has scored again in one 
of the most horrifying automobile accidents 
on record. Five lives, including a mother 
and her three-small children, as well-as.the 
drunken, irresponsible chauffeur of a well 
known Boston citizen, penned in a closed 
car like rats in a caged trap, as they plunged 
headlong to a miserable death in the cold 
waters of Fort Point Channel, Boston. 

Who is morally responsible? Is it the 
man’s employer? Did he satisfy himself by 
reliable evidence that this chauffeur was one 
fit to be trusted in such a position. Had he 
ever checked up on his behavior. Was the 
employer sure or didn’t he care or inquire to 
what use the car was put or what was the 
man’s conduct while making use of it? 

Employers of chauffeurs should make a 
practice of checking up their drivers. One 
slip is all that is necessary. One drink will 
lead to more and the end is inevitable. We 
may be sure that that was not the first time 
this chauffeur had taken liquor. More than 
once even his employer may have been in a 
like danger. 

Such a catastrophe under such circum- 
stances is a blot on the moral obligations of 
everyone who knew him as a user of liquor, 
declares the A. L. A. It would seem that a 
mother of any nationality, even though 
ignorent of the English language, should 
recognize the peril to herself and children in 
riding in a car, under present day conditions, 
driven by a drunken driver, a driver so under 
the influence of liquor as to need the help of 
two women to assist him into the car, 

It would also seem that those two women, 
presumable wives and mothers, must have 
realized the crime they were aiding and 
abetting in assisting him into the driver's 
seat. If not, then we may reasonably expect 
frequent repetitions of similar disasters. No 
pees can safely drive a car who has taken 
iquor in any amount. No person should 
ride in a car so driven. Those who do are 
heedless of the warning given by such an 
accident. The same fate is certain to be 
their own if persisted in. 

If we cannot wholly suppress him at least 
give the drunken driver a wide berth. He is 
the arch criminal of our highways.

A very fine program of speakers and music 
has been planned for the month of December. 
This program has been printed and a copy 
will be mailed to.every family in the village 
so that all may know of the work being done. 

It is not generally realized that the Com- 
munity church has a very extensive organ- 
ization and one which requires quite an 
outlay to support. The choir is being 
directed by a paid leader, Gordon S. Brown 
of Andover, who ‘was formerly organist at 
Hereford Cathedrak England. The pastoral 
work is carried on by Rev. C. W. Henry of 
Andover; he is responsible for clerical supply 
and for pastoral work in the village, such as 
sick calls and christenings. He receives a 
nominal salary from the church. The Sun- 
day school, which tooks to the church for 
support, is a very‘thriving body; at present 
there is an enrollment of over one hundred 
children. 

The executive committee of the church 
feel that all this work is very necessary, and 
important, especially the Sunday school. 
Possibly the parents may preter to go else- 
where to church but it would not seem right 
for the children to.grow up in a community 
where they received first-class schooling and 
recreation but devoid of religious teaching. 
With this in mind the committee feel that 
every family ought to lend financial support 
to this organization. Even though they may 
not be regular attendants at the services, 
yet they receive an indirect benefit and there 
would certainly be something lacking if 
the religious work had to be abandoned 
because of insufficient financial support. 

Within the next two weeks some member 
of the committee will make a call on every 
family in the village and it is hoped that one 
and all will lend their assistance to the 
financias side of this worthy cause. At the 
same time, the committee will be glad to 
receive suggestions in regard to the conduct 
of the service or the Sunday school.

Andover’s Proposed Planning Board 


There are three requisites involved in all 
human progress. These are: the imagination 
to conceive, the desire to — and the 
will to achieve. Imagination visualizes a 
better, this vision of a better creates a desire 
to s it, and this desire to possess 
motivates endeavor. The savage will not 
move from his hole in the ground to a wigwam. 
till the idea of a wigwam enters his mind and 
his desire for a wigwam is created and he 

uts forth efforts to secure it. But the 
initial process originates from his power to 
conceive of something better. Without this 
he could never advance from a lower to a 
higher condition; no more could he advance 
did his ideal awaken no desire nor were his 
desire unaccompanied by endeavor. Here 
then we have the philosophy of all human 
progress from the cave man to the present- 
day civilization. We thus see that in man’s 
climb upward every step of his progress 1s 
conditioned upon his creative imagination. 
Herein lies the power of creative thought 
and invention. Trace the steps in the process 
of wireless photography, the very latest 
achievement of human genius, and its very 
first step will be found to hinge upon some 
man’s power to conceive of its possibility; it 
was first in vision. This is true of all art, 
science, discovery, criticism, teaching and 
the practical affairs of life. The facts of life 
lie all about us in intricate confusion, but 
where a common mind sees a kettle-lid 
lifted, Watt sees a steam-engine; where it 
sees a swinging chandelier, Galileo sees the 
principle of the pendulum, where it sees an 
apple fall, Newton sees the law of swinging 

anets, where it sees valves in the veins, 
et sees the circulation of the blood, 
where it sees gasoline and iron, Henry Ford 
sees an automobile. Thus we see the part 
that imagination plays in all human progress. 


Applying our knowledge to our own town 
affairs we see how necessary to our progress 
are men of vision. Some one must conceive 
a better town than we now have — better 
schools, better roads, better sanitary condi- 
tions, better fire protection, better police 
control, better care of our poor, better form 
of town meeting, better assessment of taxes, 
better recreative facilities for our children, 
and a better town in every way. This power 
to conceive a better Andover than we now 
enjoy has reached a high degree of develop- 
ment; no outside expert is needed to spur it 
to action. The commonest man on our 
streets reveals a fecundity of suggestions for 
‘town improvements” undreamed of by our 
forebears. Even our school children in their 
rize essays body forth ideals of a better and 
more beautiful Andover. Our town warrant 
for the last ten years has fairly bubbled over 
with plans and while I am writing this 
article new plans are hatching and new 
desires are being awakened. Without-such 
planning and such desires all further progress 
would be impossible and none of us desire 
this. We want our town to move forward 
from a good to a better. But right here we 
need to remind ourselves that ideals, however 
desirable in themselves, do not always spell 

rogress; in fact they often retard progress. 
This is due to the fact that they clash one 
with another; they move from opposite 
directions, and often collide. A case in point 
on a large scale was where the ideal of 
Germany came in contact with the ideal of 
the civilized world, resulting in the World 
War. This reversed the progress of Germany 
a hundred years- Just now the ideal of 
Egypt clashes with the ideal of England and 
the impact is being felt around the globe’ 
Similarly, in our own small community, 
there is a clashing of ideals. An increasing 
number of our townspeople visualize Andover 
as practically free from her $700,000 indebted- 
ness and the incubus of a $41,000 interest 
charge. They see a town favored as no 
other town in this Commonwealth for the 
maintenance of a low tax-rate that will not 
only relieve the farmer and small property 
holder of much of his present burden but 
will, at the same time, lower rent, encourage 
home-building and attract desirable inves- 
tors to our guonccage fi a town whose appro- 
dong of money shall accord with sound 

usiness principles, where rigid economy, 
self-restraint and common sense prevail. 
They vision a town having a budget and a 
strong Financial Board whose critical ex- 
amination into the town’s needs, coupled 
with their recommendations for town ex- 
penditures shall carry weight and assure to 
every department an equitable allowance for 
its maintenance. These citizens firmly be- 
lieve that the cost'for increased improve- 
ments should come out of increased income 
so that taxes may be stabilized, dependable 
and predicable. These men believe in 
“town improvements” but would pay for 
them out of a surplus, not out of a liability. 
For our town to borrow money to secure a 
town luxury seems to these men as great a 
folly as it would be for any individual citizen 
to mortgage his house to secure money to 
buy a limousine. Of the 175 or more of 
our level-headed business men who came 
together at the town hall two weeks ago, 
99% visualize an Andover grounded on 
sound. financial principles and moving pro-

gressively forward toward a better and still 
better community. 

But on the other hand and at a polar 
distance from the above idealists are those 
who “see visions and dream dreams’’ of 
“town improvements” out of all relation 
to financial considerations. To them our 
town treasury, so far as they think of it at 
all, is an inexhaustible reservoir of supply. 
It has, as one writer told us in these columns 
some year ago, a marvelous “elasticity.” 
This declaration grows out of the fact that 
for the last ten years out town income has 
been stretched some $40,000 each year to 
keep pace with these idealists. Now, how- 
ever, such ideals are seen to force the town, 
not forward but backward; they do violence 
to ideals more fundamental and vital; they 
clash with economic law and the sound busi- 
ness sense of our community. Whenever 
aesthetic ideals and financial ideals come 
into conflict as they do in our town, the right 
of way must be given to the latter, since 
one or the other must go down in defeat in 
their struggle for supremacy and it lies with 
the majority of Andover voters to decide 
which class of town-planners shall control 
our town policy. 

Thus it will be seen that in the choice of 
a Planning Board we need to know quite 
definitely which of these two classes of 
idealists they represent. Will they plan to 
earn more money before they spend more 
money? Will they plan to inaugurate and 
maintain a sound business policy that shall 
stabilize our taxes, attract capital to our 
town, construct new homes and multiply 
our industries? Will they plan to rid the 
town of debt and interest charges and use the 
money thus saved to construct new highways, 
adequately enlarge and equip our town 
library, supply better recreative facilities 
for our children, and lead the town slowly 
but progressively forward toward a bigger, 
better and more beautiful town than we 
now have? — if this is their ideal, the sooner 
such a Planning Board is secured the better. 
But if this proposed Planning Board is 
composed of men whose dreams involve 
plunging the town deeper into debt, subordin- 
‘ating all financial considerations to their 
schemes, if they think their whole duty to 
God and man consists in getting into our 
town warrant and railroading through our 
town meeting some new project that levies 
an increased tax upon our householders, 
however beautiful their dream, however 
pathetic or aesthetic their appeal, however 
diplomatic the methods used to persuade the 
townspeople — if this is to be the function 
of our Planning Board may Heaven save us 
from such ideal planners. 


But we are encouraged to believe that the 
sober, thinking, mature judgment reflected 
in the majority of Andover’s citizens will 
be aroused to action and only those ideals 
which are sane, which history has tested, 
which holds within them the element of 
permanent progress will from henceforth 
control our deliberations and conduct.
